Ool. Mudd says i‘hat the number of 
men known as professional citmlr.als, 
pickpockets, safe-blowers, burglais 
and holdup men at present in the 
Frankfort penitentiary Is pretty close 
to 500. This is surprising to nearly 
everybody who thought that most of 
tile convicts were local tnurderej-s or 
Uttevas. The man who has been in a 
prison where they have the lack-a tip 
or had lit when, that prisoner wo* a 
oonvlct there, la easily spotted as he ;

In every town and locality In Ohe 
Stale many people have failed to 
heed the numerous warnings, thor.ihav© 
l»e a Issued aguintt flleu. Attention 
has been aailWd to tihe fact that they 
are one of the mo«,\ dangerous meat- 
aces to life and health with which 
mankind has to contend, being respon- 
sible for a large propon lon of all ca- 
ses of typhoid fever and dtarrhoeal 
Aldoses of Infants and many daises 
{ of tubticulc&'ls and other contagious 
! (’.. eases. 

They have caused thousands of 
! deaths In Kentucky and will conn'it ue 
I tilde work of desi ruction until house- 
| keupers awaken to tihe fact and In- 
j auguiuite a warfare thait will it^uV. in 

their extermination. 

This can be accompli- ted definitely 
and effectively. It requires only the 
j removal of filth. Files breed to flilth 
and In filth alone. Without flltih iflhete 
can be no files. More than 90 per 
cent of i hem breed iin suable manure 
and the balance in garbage, ou'Jhous- 
«s and other forms of refuse. 

The fly season is at hand. Prompt 
action at this time may prevent many 
deai -hs duciiTg tihe summer and fall 
and a grave r*t(i>oaslbttll:ia>' resits upon 
all heoiltih officers and other citizens. 

An immediate and thorough clean- 
ing of premises should be effected and 
further nccuumlatlons of filth avoided. 
Stable manure should be kept In 
vaults or boxes screened or covered 
or frequently sprinkled with lime or 
kerosene and should be removed at 
least once a week. 

Garbage receptacles should be care- 
fully covered and the contents 

sprinkled with unsluked lime or cil. 

Privy vaults should be made fly - 1 
proof and their contents frequently 
sprln kfled wiflh lime. 

In addition < o the measures for the 

prevention of the breeding of flies, 
every effort should be made to prevent 
Ltihen from entering the house or hav- 
ing access to milk or other foc<fe. 

All doors and windows, especially 
those of the kitchen and' dining-room, 
should b 0 screened and ordinances to 
this effect should be enacted Bind en- 
forced. 

Fliie* should be especially kept away 
from the sick amd if one Is discover- 
ed in the sick room It should be kill- 
ed. Excrota and urine from the sick 
should be covered with fresh lime for 
an hour and then buried. 

People who have cltaned their own 
premises should demand that their 
neighbors should do llkewles and noti- 
fy the Bo*ud of Htiailth of any failure 
or refusals. It Is important to remem- 
ber ,:thuit no house Is safe unless every 
other one for a mile aruuud Is clean. 
Thus applies especially to tenant's 
houses and negro quartets. 

The saving of life and suffering will 
amply repay for all the trouble and 
expeuuse.
